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Second Annual Map-A-Palooza a Big Hit

About 15 children ages 6 to 12 learned how to use 
and create maps during a February school vacation event 
aptly named 'Map-A-Palooza/ The tri-sponsored event 
was held on February 23 at the Mattapoisett Flistorical 
Society Museum. 

Partnering for this second annual event were 
Jennifer Mclntire, president of the Mattapoisett Historical 
Society Museum, Ellen Flynn, education chairman for the 
Mattapoisett Land Trust, and Alison Van Kueren, a trustee 
for the Mattapoisett Recreation Department. 

''This activity is in anticipation of our summer 
exhibit which will feature maps," Mclntire said. 

Part of the Map-A-Palooza activity included the 
children creating their own maps, which may be loaned to 
the museum for their exhibit. 

Mclntire said the children would learn how to 
find locations from maps as well as be able to orient their 
position using maps. 

To assist the children in understanding how 
maps worked, they were each given a personalized map 
showing the layout of the museum chapel. Each map was 
marked with an "X" where a quarter had been hidden. 
After finding their 'treasure,' the children ventured 
outside to locate historic buildings in a three-block area 
near the museum utilizing a map. 

They were also given copies of historic 
photographs featuring specific buildings they would find. 

"They'll see how the town has changed or stayed 
the same over time," Flynn said. She discussed how 
the use of buildings changes with time, as well as the 
appearance of the structure itself. They also asked the 
participants to observe how the landscape has changed 
when comparing the old photographs against their 
observations. 

Some of the buildings the kids had to find and 
discuss were an old post office, general stores, and 
restaurants, with names like The Anchorage Inn, Atsatt 
Brothers Store, Bayview Hotel, and Spring Beverages.

The Moving Wall to Visit Wareham in August

The Wareham Veterans Council has invited 
neighboring towns of Rochester and Marion to participate 
in Wareham's welcoming of "The Moving Wall," the 
half-scale replica of the Vietnam Veterans Memorial in 
Washington D.C. scheduled to visit Wareham on August 
17-21. 

William "Bob" White, chairman of the Wareham 
Veterans Council, invites the Towns of Rochester and 
Marion to participate by attending the opening ceremony 
and by publicizing and promoting the event, and also by 
issuing a proclamation to memorialize The Moving Wall 
event by declaring August 17-21 "a time of remembrance 
for our fallen heroes, a time of healing and a belated 
welcome home for the communities' Vietnam veterans." 

This visit of The Moving Wall comes on the 50*^ 
anniversary of the Vietnam War that began in 1967. 

The wall will be installed behind the Town Hall 
in front of the middle school on the Anderson Track field 
across from Viking Drive. 

Once the site opens on August 17, it will be a 24- 
hour operation until the wall is taken down, with public

The total cost of operating the event is between 
$40,000 to $50,000 with funds being secured ''from 
whatever sources can be developed," says a press release. 

The six surrounding towns of Wareham have 
been invited to participate on any level, and the veterans' 
agent offices of each town are being contacted so that any 
residents of the towns that fell during the Vietnam War 
can be recognized. 

The Town of Wareham has four of its own names 
listed on the wall. 

The Wareham Veterans Council is working 
with the 102'"'^ Intelligence Wing to obtain a flyover 
during the opening ceremony, as well as military and 
family organizations in the region to participate in daily 
ceremonies. 

Members of the local clergy are also being 
contacted to collaborate and help provide spiritual 
support throughout the wall's visit. 

"I've been one of the lucky folks that had the 
chance to be in Washington and experience [the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial] firsthand," said White. "This is an 
opportunity for us all to participate and make it a great 
community experience." 

Wareham Board of Selectmen Chairman Judith 
Whiteside said she once visited the wall in Washington 
D.C. with her son and was moved by the experience. 

"My son said, 'I really didn't understand,'" as

computer towers, and monitors in tow. 

TekNite, as it's now being called - for the first 
three years it was called the "LanParty Lockin'' - is 
"the one night of the year that I get to say bring all your 
electronics," Blanchard said. 

A computer security engineer and "a big gamer 
going way back," Blanchard thought up the event because 
he saw that his boys were "all engaging in video games . . . 
they're so plugged-in." 

He set up a network inside the Grange, which 
all the boys and girls signed in to so they could play 
computer games together without any danger of 
unsupervised web surfing ("there's no naughty business 
going on at all," Blanchard said). 

From 7:00 pm on Saturday to 7:00 am on Sunday,

of the staple offerings. We primarily purchased socks 
from the two brothers who owned the shop. We weren't 
preppy people.

I remember going there with my 
mother, one of a handful of memories from that era when 
she still left her home. I must have been a very small child 
because in the memory, the clothing hung above my head 
on circular stands.

perfection before wearing for the first time. The patterns 
were wild floral concoctions that seemed like mobile 
gardens in my little kid imagination. How proudly Ma 
wore those dresses crisp from the liquid starch in which 
she would soak them overnight before hanging them out 
in the fresh sea air to dry. Ma thought the invention of 
spray starch was akin to instant coffee - a miracle. 

A few doors up the street from Katz's was the 
five-and-dime. This was heaven for a kid. Stocking 
everything from toothpaste to ladies' undergarments, 
from greeting cards to small hand tools, and of 
course, slotted tray after slotted tray of the latest 
trinkets imported from Japan, a trip inside was akin to 
Disneyland. 

As the summer months approached and the sea of 
seasonal humanity prepared to descend on the sidewalks 
of my youth, the man who owned the place stocked his 
shelves with sand pails and shovels, inflatable beach balls 
and rings, children's swimsuits, comic books, batteries, 
and tanning lotion. 

I don't recall Ma ever going inside the five- 
and-dime, but at least once a week she'd send me off 
with a list of the Knit-Cro-Sheen thread she required for 
her latest crocheting project. While there. I'd slowly go 
through the aisles eyeballing the imports. I loved the 
richly embroidered change purses and the little glass 
figurines. I'd tally up in my head how much money I had 
back home in my cigar box under the bed and plan how 
to earn a few more coins so I could own these rare items. 

If upon returning home there was a bit of change leftover, 
Ma would let me keep it "against a rainy day." My rainy 
days never saw that money - it all went to the five-and- 
dime. 

If what Ma was trying to purchase wasn't 
available in the quarter-mile radius around her cottage, 
there was always the catalog - that would be the Sears 
and Roebuck catalog, of course. 

Hours of blissful companionship with Ma were 
spent letting our fingers do the walking, not through the 
Yellow Pages, but through the Sears catalog. 

From these exercises, I learned the difference 
between cotton and acrylics, how to read a size chart.

what imported meant, and how to calculate the shipping 
charges based on the weight of merchandize being 
ordered. Ma taught me how to neatly fill out an order 
form and the importance of double-checking my entries. 

I guess you could say I learned at an early age about 
international trade, economics, social studies, and the 
three ''R's" all from the Sears catalog as taught by Ma. 

Sadly, as the years went by and new high speed 
roads diverted traffic from the center of our small town to 
the outskirts of Route 6 and 28, and as the owners of the 
shops that lined Onset Avenue grew old, our retail world 
faded away never to return. Now we, too, would have to 
drive out of town to secure socks and slacks or depend 
more heavily on mail-order purchases. 

Ma eventually found the strength to leave home 
and shop. In the intervening years between when her 
children left home and when she got in a car again after 
nearly two decades, catalogs had been her primary 
method of shopping. Now, freed to roam the Christmas 
Tree Shop or Wal-Mart without the pressure of worrying 
whether or not a two-dollar purchase would take food 
out of her children's mouth, Ma shopped like a woman 
possessed in spite of her elderly status. 

We spent many hours together slowly going up 
and down the aisles gathering face cream, birthday cards, 
shortbread cookies, and capris. She delighted in once 
again seeing products in real time versus from the pages 
of a catalog - retail as recreation. 

Later still, I would push her wheelchair around 
my favorite stores as I looked for a new business suit or 
shoes I couldn't live without. How she would tut-tut at 
the cost of things while waiting for me to come out of the 
dressing room to show her how the Donna Karan creation 
looked on me. Ma was my harshest critic and my glowing 
flatterer. There was no gray in her world.

The (Not So) Unclean Turkey Vulture

If you have gone looking for the arrival of a 
migratory raptor on a clear day for bird watching, your 
heart may have leaped at the sight of a large bird in the 
distance with wings stretched out in a dihedral V-shape, 
soaring in wide wobbly circles - more than likely it would 
be a turkey vulture. 

They're a common sight around Buzzards Bay 
and, perhaps, a seasonal solar sun sign as they are among 
the first aerial harbingers of winter's end at last! 

With ten times the eyesight of humans and an 
even stronger sense of smell, turkey vultures are able to 
locate from a mile or more away a free meal preserved in 
ice all this time and now liberated to be found behind a 
receding frost line. 

Turkey vultures are well adapted to a life of 
propitious scavenging with heads and necks featherless 
to prevent parasites attaching from their carrion diet or 
accumulating on their bodies where powerful enzymes

as a New World American vulture, and our largest of 
all diurnal raptors. The turkey vulture is also one of the 
oldest species, documented by counting back through 
limestone strata pages of time and finding their fossils 50 
million years old. 

Today, the bird watching organization Partners 
In Flight estimates the turkey vulture post-pesticide 
increased population at 18 million, not endangered, with 
about 30 percent of them spending time in the U.S. and 
some wintering in Mexico. 

They are also labeled as extremely gregarious, 
congregating over an abundance of food such as at a pig 
farm, as well as roosting after a big meal in numbers of up 
to one hundred or more individuals. 

When mating, they perform an aerial "following" 
performance where one mate whirls and dives after the 
other in a spectacular display of aerial acrobatics, proving 
you may find them interesting by careful observation of 
their behavior and habits. 

Elaborating on the Native American belief 
that all living creatures on Earth are sacred - even the 
smallest blade of grass - 1 have now done my level best 
to persuade you as a reader that even though the turkey 
vulture may be best known as Mother Nature's sanitation 
department with its featherless visage of a face that would 
stop a clock, they are beneficial to the point of being 'not 
so unclean.'

Library Trustee (elect two), incumbent Phoebe Butler and 
incumbent Rhonda Reints; Planning Board, incumbent 
Arnold Johnson.

Herring Counts Remain Low 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

On February 28, the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen met with local members of Alewives 
Anonymous, Inc. for the annual Tri-Town herring report 
and meeting. In attendance from AA were Arthur Benner, 
Jim Gurney, and David Watling. 

Speaking for the group, Watling said, ''Runs have 
been a mess in 2016." He said that the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries would keep a moratorium 
in place as he said the 2016 count was only 18,540 river 
herring. 

Watling also said that trying to establish exactly 
what is happening to the fish is difficult to pinpoint, with 
theories ranging from acid rain poisoning fresh water 
ponds where the fish spawn to climate change. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Tyler Macallister 
cited sea trawlers taking both sea herring and river 
herring as being a major problem. He said efforts to keep 
fishing vessels that employ net fishing further out to sea 
had not been completely successful. 

Macallister said, "It's a big uphill battle with 
commercial fishermen." 

Data shows that during 1998 through 2000, counts 


Wayne 
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were as high as 130,000 fish. More recently, however, 
numbers have plunged as low as 6,000. 

Also meeting with the selectmen was Mike 
Huguenin, president of the Mattapoisett Land Trust, to 
discuss a grant application for the Massachusetts Land 
and Water Conservation fund to help fund the acquisition 
of 53 acres located at the corner of Mattapoisett Neck 
Road and Route 6. 

Huguenin asked the selectmen to sign a letter that 
would allow the town to pursue the state grant. A joint 
effort between the Buzzards Bay Coalition, MLT, and the 
town's community preservation funds as well as private 
fundraising efforts are needed, Huguenin said, to collect 
sufficient monies for the purchase price of $600,000. 

The site is a former granite quarry from which 
granite was used for local sidewalk curbs and the 
building of wharves along the harbor. Huguenin said the 
granite was highly prized for its attractive rose coloring. 
He said the site today still shows signs of the quarrying 
activity and is a thickly forested parcel. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said, "This 
is rather exciting . . . three or four avenues of potential 
funding for a good acquisition." 

The selectmen voted to move forward with the 
grant application. 

During the meeting, the selectmen also discussed 
using remote open meeting as a means for allowing 
appointed members to boards and commission to

participate when unable to attend meetings in person. 

During the last selectmen's meeting. Selectman 
Paul Silva had voiced concern that this had the potential 
for allowing appointed board members to stay home 
rather than actually attend meetings. But after further 
consideration and the town's ability to modify employing 
the ROM process, he acquiesced to the idea. 

They discussed placing local restrictions to the 
state recognized open meeting method with Selectman 
Jordan Colly er saying, "Putting a restriction is prudent." 

The selectmen agreed that no more than two 
consecutive remote open meetings should be allowed, but 
that the boards and commissions themselves should be 
allowed to monitor participation and any action necessary 
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if a member was found to exceed the restriction. 

In other business, Gagne said that in the coming 
weeks a public meeting will be held so that residents 
could have the opportunity to hear from VHB, the 
consultants hired to design the village roadways. 

''The engineers will go through all the steps so 
they'll know what to expect," he said. 

On another topic, Silva asked Gagne if the Marine 
Advisory Board had submitted their edits to the long- 
awaited update of the waterways rules and regulations. 
Gagne said that they had, and that Harbormaster Jill 
Simmons along with town counsel will review them 
before posting for public review. That process, Gagne said, 
should be completed in the next week, thus allowing time 
for public vetting before an April implementation. 

The selectmen also voted to approve a one-day 
beverage license for the Tour De Creme Event on May 21 
to be held between 1:00 and 5:00 pm at the MET Munroe 
Property on Water Street. The event is a partnership 
between the MET and Friends of the Mattapoisett Bike 
Path. Monies raised from the bicycling event will help 
fund the two organizations activities in the community. 
Huguenin said that people can elect to take an 11 -, 19-, 25- 
or 50-mile route and 75 riders will be permitted to ride. 

He said that the registration would open on March 15.

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Ballot to Feature Road $1 Million Debt 
Exclusion 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

The Town of Rochester has received $310,000 
in federal grant money to make safety improvements 
to areas of High Street, and in light of this road 
improvement. Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge asked the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen on February 27 to approve 
placing a debt exclusion vote on the April election ballot 
to fund road resurfacing. 

About $750,000 would go towards paving High 
Street, and the remaining $250,000 towards asphalt 


resurfacing on Hartley Road. 

Eldridge initially asked for an article to be placed 
on the Annual Town Meeting Warrant for a $1 million 
override, but Selectmen Chairman and Town Clerk Naida 
Parker advised Eldridge that a debt exclusion on the 
ballot would be the way to go. 

However, should voters approve it, an article 
would also have to be placed in the town meeting warrant 
for voters to allocate the funds. 

''You're talking a million dollars," said Town 
Administrator Suzanne Szyndlar." You're talking about 
$88,000 a year in debt service." 

The average tax impact on a single family home 
in Rochester valued at $350,000 would be $40 a year. 
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The wording for the ballot will be crafted by the 
next meeting so that it can meet the ballot deadline 35 
days before the election. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for March 6 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Buzzards Bay Coalition Asks For Support 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

With one of the lightest agendas this group 
has seen in months, the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission discussed a big question - big in terms of 
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acreage, that is. 

Alan Decker of the Buzzards Bay Coalition met 
with the commissioners on February 27 seeking support 
for the acquisition of a 53-acre parcel at the corner of 
Mattapoisett Neck Road and state Route 6. Decker asked 
the commissioners to sign a letter acknowledging their 
support. 

Decker explained that the property in question, 
known simply as ''the old quarry," could be the "front 
door" in Mattapoisett to the Nasketucket Bay State 
Reservation. 

"The Town, in partnership with the coalition and 
the Mattapoisett Land Trust, has the opportunity to apply 
for a Massachusetts Land and Water Conservation grant 
in the amount of $300,000 towards the purchase price," 
Decker said. 

Decker said the coalition would seek to have a 
conservation restriction placed on the property as part 
of the deal, ensuring protection of the property into 
perpetuity. 

Regarding other funding sources. Decker said 
that the Massachusetts Land and Water Conservation 
fund has already committed $250,000 to the effort and that 
fundraising activities by the MLT have begun. 

Other funding sources may also come from 
the Town's Community Preservation Act fund. Decker 
said, and that an application had been submitted to that 
committee. Decker said the plan was to go before Town

Meeting in the spring with the support of the selectmen. 
Decker said that he'd be meeting with the selectmen on 
March 1. 

Chairman Bob Rogers said of the letter, "So this 
puts our best foot forward in seeking this grant." Decker 
concurred. 

Decker described the parcel as being contiguous 
to the bike path and other MLT properties linking them 
with the state reservation east of this parcel and that 
nearly half of the monies needed could come from this 
one funding source. 

The commissioners unanimously agreed to sign 
the letter of support. 

In other business, a thrice reviewed Notice of 
Intent application submitted by Donna McCaffery 16 
Cove Street, finally received an Order of Conditions, 
clearing one more hurdle as she seeks to build a single 
family home on a barrier beach parcel. New plans that 
noted the use of concrete paving blocks versus poured 
concrete were submitted. Representative Richard 
Charon of Charon Associates said that the DEP had not 
commented further on the revised plans. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for March 13 at 
6:30 pm in the town hall conference room. 

ConCom Denies Loranger Project 

Marion Conservation Commission

As requested by the applicant during the last 
meeting, the Marion Conservation Commission denied 
the Notice of Intent application submitted by Christian 
Loranger of 120 Front Street to construct a single-family 
house, pool, pool house, and other accessories such as 
patios and a driveway. 

The commission considered the application as 
not having sufficient enough information to ensure that 
surrounding wetlands would not suffer a negative impact 
as a result of the project, leaving Loranger to request the 
commission close the public hearing and issue the denial 
so that he could presumably approach the Department of 
Environmental Protection for an appeal. 
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The commission honored Loranger's request 
after taking an extra week to review the most recent 
information Loranger had submitted, and voted to deny 
the project. 

Conservation Commission member Norm Hills 
read the denial. 

''The information submitted by the applicant is 
insufficient to describe the site work or the effect of the 
work on the interest identified in the Wetlands Protection 
Act," read Hills, "therefore, work on this project may not 
go forward unless or until a revised Notice of Intent is 
submitted which provides sufficient information which 
includes measures which are adequate to protect the act's 
interest and the final Order of Conditions is issued." 

The commission decided that information about 
a retaining wall was insufficient and could make no 
assumption that the wall would prohibit the passing of 
stormwater into the wetlands. 

"It's really impossible for the commission to 
determine whether there'll be an adverse impact on the 
BVW based on the information that's been submitted to 
us," said commission member Shaun Walsh. 

After a unanimous vote, Loranger has ten 
business days to file an appeal with the DEP once the 
commission officially issues him the Order of Conditions. 

The DEP may decide that the application was, 
in fact, sufficient and issue a Superseding Order of 
Conditions allowing the project to proceed, or the DEP 
could agree with the Conservation Commission and the 
case would be returned to the ConCom for further review. 

Loranger expressed some confusion over the 
commission's decision to deny the project based on the 
retaining wall, saying that at the last meeting when 
he requested the hearing be closed, he was under the 
impression that it was over the 15- and 30-foot wetlands 
boundaries that are only meant to serve as guidelines for 
the commission, rather than strict laws to be upheld. 

"I did my homework, so that's what made me 
sway towards the retaining wall," said Chairman Cynthia 
Callow. 

Loranger considered asking the commission to 
re-open the public hearing so that further discussion with 
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the engineer could take place, but the commission went 
ahead with the vote, which was unanimous to deny. 

"We might be doing a favor by denying it if 
he gets a better deal with the DEP," said commission 
member Joel Hartley. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for March 8 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Town Hall. 


'Not the Largest Variance' Granted 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

When it comes to side setback variances, the 
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one the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals granted 
Danny and Victoria Hughes of 549 Walnut Plain Road on 
February 23 ''isn't the largest variance we've ever issued," 
said Chairman Richard Cutler. 

The request to build a 24-foot by 24-foot garage 
accessory structure under the mandatory side setback 
to the property line resulted in a 2-foot variance granted 
with the condition that a front-yard fence be removed or 
pushed back onto the owners' property and away from 
the road. 

The Hugheses are also not permitted to convert 
the structure into a residence or rental or to engage it in 
commercial use. 

Mr. Hughes explained a discrepancy with the 
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foundation that was poured too close to the side setback, 
wondering if perhaps the stakes were moved for some 
reason. He assured the board that he told the contractors 
the structure had to be 40 feet from the property line, but 
it was placed a number of inches under that. 

"I highly doubt anyone moved it eight inches," 
Hughes said. "We were forty feet, six inches ... on that 
side setback so I don't know." 

Hughes plans to use the barn structure as a shop 
of sorts to store tools and perform woodworking and 
other activities. 

"I don't see any big issues except we need to 
require the fence be put back," said Cutler. He said the 
fence placement was "an honest mistake." 

The next meeting of the Rochester Zoning Board 
of Appeals is scheduled for March 23 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 


Planning Board Tackles Draft Master Plan 

Marion Planning Board

The Marion Planning Board held a special 
meeting on February 28 for the second review of the 
town's Draft Master Plan. 

Kenneth Buckland is assisting the board with the 
plan and facilitated the meeting. 

Two sections were discussed by the board this 
evening: Services and Facilities, and Transportation and 
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Circulation. 

Buckland started the discussion, suggesting 
that this review was intended to be more detailed and 
thoughtful. The Services and Facilities section describes 
buildings and facilities owned and maintained by the 
town. 

Chairman Robert Lane acknowledged that there 
is extensive discussion currently in town by saying, ''The 
town needs new town offices. There are two choices, 
either renovate the Town House or build a new structure. 
Town residents will make the decision at Town Meeting. 
If they choose to build a new building, the Town House 
must be protected with deed restrictions prior to any 
renovations." 


An overarching comment made by board member 
Stephen Kokkins and supported by board member Will 
Saltonstall was that the organization of the section should 
describe the urgency of the items needing attention, such 
as the wastewater treatment system or the need for town 
offices. 

It was suggested that Buckland create a table to 
be located at the beginning of the section, listing all the 
structures and facilities in town, their location, condition 
and needs. There would also be a column listing each 
item's priority for attention by the town. 

Board member Michael Popitz suggested that the 
land and structure monetary value also be included in 
the table. The location of sewage pumping stations was of 
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particular interest to board member Eileen Marum, who 
pointed out that some pumping stations are located in 
velocity zones. 

Planning Board member and Selectman 
Stephen Gonsalves noted that the Board of Selectmen is 
beginning a town- wide needs assessment of town-owned 
buildings. It was suggested that a comprehensive facilities 
assessment might be a recommendation of the Master 
Plan. 

Saltonstall stated, ''It may be the job of the Master 
Plan, but also a job of the leadership, to determine the 
priorities of the facilities and their use." 

The need for improvements may be established, 
but equally important is the financial ability to do 
the improvements identified as priorities. Saltonstall 
suggested that Shaun Cormier, the town's facilities 
manager, may already have a list and assessed the status 
of the town's facilities. 

Next, the board tackled the Transportation and 
Circulation section of the draft Master Plan. 

Marum took issue with the plan that states that 
there is no traffic congestion in town. 

"There is an area of congestion I call the Y - where 
Spring Street, Route 105 and Mill Street come together 
- the area has a healthcare facility, a 40B development, 
restaurants, a day care facility. Something needs to be 
done about that intersection for everyone's safety." 

Additionally, board members were concerned 
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about the condition and safety of Route 6. It was 
suggested that perhaps the town could own parts of 
Route 6, particularly the Gateway section, so that it may 
be modified to make it more pedestrian and bicycle 
friendly, similar to what Mattapoisett has done. 

Popitz wondered why, if MA Department of 
Transportation owns Route 6, it didn't care for it better. 
Kokkins suggested, "Maybe we don't have to own all of 
it, but get cooperative support from the state." 

Board member Jennifer Francis raised the 
question whether the town should be investing in a 
Regional Transit Agency. The plan states that in FY2013 
the COA provided 6,900 rides to 200 riders. She asked 
"Since the COA provided so many rides, why do we need 
to join an RTA?" The COA may be anticipating increased 
ridership. It was noted that a bus is now running twice 
daily from New Bedford to Wareham, and stops in 
Marion at the Cumberland Farms. There was some 
discussion about enhancing the bus stop location. 

Francis has spearheaded the development of a 
task force to investigate transportation and circulation 
issues within the town. The task force will be charged 
with assessing key intersections, congestion, and other 
transportation issues. 

Upon completion of the assessment, the task 
force will determine if Complete Streets, a state program, 
would be useful for developing and funding solutions for 
issues identified by the task force. 
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Buckland will attend the March 20 meeting to 
discuss the next two sections of the draft Master Plan: 
Resilience to Climate and Extreme Events, and Open 
Space and Recreation. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board 
will be on March 6 at 7:00 pm at the Marion Town House. 

Neighbors Oppose Large-Scale Multi-Family 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

Christian Loranger, the developer of a multi- 
family condominium at 16 Cottage Street, is looking to 
develop an additional condo complex at 324 Front Street 
to the dismay of some neighbors, especially abutter Peter 
Douglas of 326 Front Street. 

A historic white house currently sits at the site, 
and Loranger plans to raze the house to construct a six- 
unit, 12-bedroom gambrel-style apartment building with 
a footprint that is roughly 190% larger than the current 
house. 

The substantially larger building will also be 
taller with an elevator shaft that will bring the total height 
higher than the 35 feet maximum height. 

According to Building Inspector Scott Shippey, 
however, this elevator shaft falls under the town's bylaw 
definition of a "customary roof structure." Features such 
as bulkheads and other "uninhabitable spaces" can be 
allowed and excluded from the total structure height, he 
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said. 

"It's debatable," said Shippey "It would be my 
call, and it would be reviewed under the plans. It is 
allowed within reason." 

Starting off the Marion Zoning Board of Appeals 
public hearing on behalf of Loranger was his attorney 
John Mathieu, who said the project would be nearly 
identical to the one Loranger completed on Cottage Street. 

Although it was initially believed to have five 
bedrooms as per the Assessor's Office, the existing three- 
story house, he claimed, actually has 12 bedrooms that 
could be grandfathered and excused in Loranger 's project, 
an extension of a non-conforming use. 

This would have to be proved, however, since the 
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board had a hard time accepting that the existing house 
would contain that many unaccounted for bedrooms. 

''We welcome the board to inspect the house if 
they feel it is necessary" Mathieu said. The house, as is, 
he added, is beyond salvageable and would have to be 
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knocked down entirely. 

Architect Anthi Frangiadis reviewed the plan 
with the board. The front of the house will increase from 
37 feet wide to 40 feet wide, and the house will be moved 
back slightly to conform with all setbacks. 

Two units are planned for each floor of the three- 
story proposed structure, which Frangiadis described 
as an architectural style that is in keeping with the style 
of Marion's village center. The outside fagade will be 
of natural materials, and the roof pitch and proposed 
balconies and decks would also reflect a tasteful style like 
other houses in town. 

"This will increase [tax] revenue to the Town," 
said Mathieu, "with very little impact on town services." 

There is, however, an issue with municipal 
sewer service, which would have to be approved 
by the selectmen who are also the water and sewer 
commissioners. 

The issue up front, said Chairman Marc Leblanc, 
is the number of bedrooms. 

"We need to clarify first the actual number of 
bedrooms on the property," Leblanc said. 

Shippey agreed. 
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''There may be twelve bedrooms, but they're not 
approved," Shippey stated. 

Another issue is that Loranger will also need 
to prove the consistent uninterrupted use of the house 
as a multi-family in order to approve the use within the 
residential zone. New multi-family constructions are only 
permitted within a certain designated residential zone. 

This, pointed out Douglas, the direct abutter 
to the project, is why a proposed structure such as 
Loranger 's does not belong next to his house. 

The main concern: the size and scale of the 
proposed structure, which he says will dwarf his house 
and block sunshine for most of the day, casting "a 
perpetual shadow" on the interior of his house and also 
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kiiiing trees and bushes on his iawn. 

He said a project iike this, iocated where it is 
proposed, wouid make Marion ''the mega-condo capitai 
of the SouthCoast." 

In describing the planned structure, Douglas used 
words such as "monstrosity," "huge," and "gigantic." 

Douglas handed the board a detailed list of 
grievances, some pertaining to existing bylaws as well as 
what Douglas called "misrepresentations" in Loranger's 
plans. 

"The rules are there to prevent us from being 
treated like this and having someone ignore the rules 
when they think that is to their advantage," said Douglas. 
"That is the reason rules need to be enforced - and 
violation of the rules should not be allowed, waived, or 
excused." 

Neighbor Diane Worley across the street at 329 
Front Street employed engineer Doug Schneider to review 
the specs of the plan. He took issue with the elevator 
shaft as well, and also brought to the forefront that 
planned walking paths and a widening of the driveway 
to accommodate an enlarged parking area in the back 
was not reflected in the total impervious lot coverage of 
Loranger's plan. 

Schneider also argued that Loranger's project 
would require a site plan review with the Planning Board 
due to the scale of the proposal. 

Regarding Conservation Commission comments 
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on the application, Mathieu said he was surprised the 
Conservation Commission required a filing, since the 
proposed house would be outside the flood zones and 
away from any wetlands buffer zones, although part of 
the front portion of the property would lie within a flood 
zone. 

''We're going to look over everything and make 
an appropriate decision," said Leblanc. 
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The matter was continued until the next 
scheduled meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals on March 9 at 7:30 pm in the Marion Town 
House meeting room. 
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Energy Committee Pursues LED Street Lights 

Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
on Monday, February 27, held a meeting attended by 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson. Dawson provided an 
update on a number of ongoing issues related to Future 
Generation Wind billing and reimbursement issues. 

Dawson contacted representatives at 
Eversource to determine when the Town may receive its 
reimbursement from payments made through the end of 
2016. 

Under the current Power Purchase Agreement, 
Marion pays full price for its power, and Eversource 
reimburses the town any savings generated by the four 
wind turbines located in Plymouth. 

Dawson stated that Eversource assured him, ''The 
check was in the mail." 

The savings to the town annually is expected to 
be roughly $80,000. 

Members of the committee noted that three of the 
four turbines were offline for a period of time. Committee 
member Bill Saltonstall stated that Eversource had 
turned the turbines off in order to replace a temporary 
transformer, which had been installed when the turbines 
were built, with the permanent transformer. 

"All four turbines are in working order and 
should be running again within a couple of weeks," 
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Saltonstall assured the committee. 

Dawson also reported that a number of the 
town's Crown Victoria cars had been successfully sold, 
with a few remaining in inventory. 

Committee member Jen Francis asked Dawson to 
assess if there is a further need by any town departments 
for additional electric vehicles. 

The committee is also interested in placing signs 
throughout town indicating flood levels during major 
historic hurricanes, such as 1938, 1954 and Hurricane Bob. 

Saltonstall noted that "this project would 
dovetail nicely with an assessment of the town's sewage 
pumping station locations" so that the town may take 
any appropriate protective measures against possible 
inundation due to storm events. It was noted that the 
Town of Mattapoisett worked with an Eagle Scout on a 
similar project. 

The committee is interested in retrofitting the 
town street lights with LED lights. 

Committee member Rob Fisher reported that 
there is a grant program through MA Department of 
Energy Resources that could fund the project. This grant 
program would require the town to perform or commit to 
perform a town- wide street light audit prior to submitting 
an application. 

The town must also own the street lights intended 
to be retrofitted and will only replace cobra-head style 
lights. 
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Francis suggested the committee determine the 
cost of the audit as well as the overall cost of purchasing 
the lights. The grant would reimburse the town 30% of 
the cost of materials and installation.

ORR Goes International 

ORR Update

This February break. Old Rochester Regional 
High School went international! Eighteen high school 
students and six adult chaperones spent the week in 
sunny Italy, led by Latin teacher Judy Pretat and Spanish 
teacher Steven Bernardo. 

"This is my sixth [Italy] trip," Pretat said. "It's 
something that I've done a lot, and the opportunity is 
great because I teach Latin and this is hands-on in terms 
of getting a real feel for ancient Italy. This was the best 
trip in terms of viewing ancient Roman life and modern 
Italy. I was really proud of everybody and how polite they 
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were; I think they presented ORR well." 

The adventure began with a seven-hour flight 
from Boston to Frankfurt, Germany, a five-hour layover, 
and then a second flight to Naples, Italy 

On the drive to the southwestern city of Sorrento, 
where they would stay for several days, the group 
stopped at the Villa San Marco, which is part of an ancient 
Roman town named Stabiae. 

The next day included visits to the towns of 
Positano and Amalfi, where students were able to view 
the Paestum, which includes three temples built by the 
Greeks who settled in and colonized the Southern Italy 
area. They also saw the 9th Century Cathedral of St. 
Andrew. While originally built in a Roman style mirroring 
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Arab and Norman architecture, it has been remodeled 
a few times and had various Byzantine, Gothic, and 
Baroque elements added. 

"Personally, my favorite aspect of the trip was the 
fuse of both ancient history and modern day culture," said 
senior Reese Donaldson. "When we were in the South, we 
got to see how people really lived since they're a much 
smaller town than Rome. We saw people in love, we saw 
families walking around the shops, people taking long 
lunches to catch up with family and friends, and we even 
saw the remnants of some sort of celebration in Sorrento 
one night: all the children were dressed up as characters 
and there was confetti everywhere. It was amazing to see 
how different European life is from life here; it's at a much 
slower pace, they enjoy the little things." 

From their main base of Sorrento, the group took 
a ferry to the island of Capri, where they hiked to view the 
ruins of Emperor Tiberius' villa. Rome's third emperor, 
Tiberius, ruled from 14 to 37 AD and improved the Roman 
economy despite his unpopularity. 

"The most memorable experience from the trip 
was hiking to Tiberius' castle at the top of Capri," said 
junior Chris Savino. "It was exhausting and everyone was 
gross and sweaty, but that was when most of us bonded. 
The hike was dreadful and it was so hot, but everyone 
was talking and joking." And, he added, "Not to mention, 
it was probably the prettiest hike most of us have ever 
done." 

This trip was followed by a drive to the city of 
Pompei, where the ruins of the infamous ruins of ancient 
Pompeii are located, and a tour of the Naples National 
Archaeological Museum, which houses a large collection 
of Roman and Egyptian artifacts. A "spontaneous night 
tour" occurred after the students arrived in Rome, with 
visits to the Colosseum, Roman forum, and several 
intricate fountains. They expanded on this the next 
morning with an official tour of the monuments, this time 
including the Pantheon, the Trevi fountain, and a final 
stop at the Tiber River. 

The following day brought an excursion 30 
minutes outside of the main city to attend "gladiator 
school." 
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''We went into a brick hut and two men dressed 
in gladiator armor taught us about the techniques and 
armor the gladiators would use. Then we trained with 
wooden and metal swords, attacked practice potato sack 
targets with javelins, and then used bow and arrows to 
hit targets from a distance," said junior Alice Bednarezyk. 
"One person was chosen at the end to be our 'hero' and 
tried to throw nets at two others in an arena who tried to 
avoid being captured with shields." 

Rome also offered opportunities for the group to 
visit the catacombs and the Vatican, where they toured the 
Sistine Chapel, where Michelangelo's The Last Judgement 
adorns the ceiling, surrounded by many colorful frescos. 

At St. Peter's Basilica, some of the more curious 
students were even able to view the area where popes 
are buried. Along with a short trip to the nearby town of 
Trivoli to see Emperor Hadrian's Villa, which dates back 
to the 2'"'^ Century AD, these outings marked the end of 
their Italian journey. 

However, the best result of the vacation returned 
along with the students: newfound friendships. 

"When I went on the trip, I made friends who I 
never thought I would ever even talk to," Savino said. 

"I'm pretty sure that by the five-hour layover in 
Frankfurt airport, myself and others were already saying 
'where's the family?'" Donaldson added in good humor 
of the bond the group formed. "Like all good families, we 
definitely had our ups and downs (mostly due to sleep 
deprivation), but in the end we all cared for each other 
and certainly looked out for one another. No one was ever 
isolated or left to wander on their own, and I think we all 
feel a connection after experiencing Italy together." 

Tabor Teams Compete in Tournaments 

Tabor Academy Update

Though temperatures have been well into the 
sixties for much of the last week, winter sports are still in 
session at Tabor, with many teams starting championship 
and tournament play over the next several weeks. 

Girls' Varsity Squash started tournament play for 
Tabor last week, traveling to Pomfret School to compete 
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in the NEISA Girls' C Division Championships. The team 
finished second overall, bringing home first place finishes 
in Girls' VII by senior captain Nikki Zeien and Girls' V 
by sophomore Tanya Mendoza. Junior Allie Arnfield also 
earned a second-place finish in Girls' VI, with all girls 
finishing within the top six of their respective divisions. 

Wrestling competed in the New England Class A 
Championships on February 18, with junior captain Isaiah 
Bailey bringing home a New England Championship 
in the 160-pound weight class and earning the title of 
Outstanding Wrestler of the Tournament.

The highlight of the tournament for Tabor 
was in the Boys' I bracket where sophomore Aly Hussein 
fought his way to the top of the bracket to secure the 
New England Championship. This was Hussein's second 
New England Championship this year, having won the 
NEPSTA Division II Cross Country Championship for 
Tabor in November. 

Two teams have yet to play out their tournament 
brackets. The first of those is Girls' Varsity Basketball, 
who has been seeded No. 3 in the 2017 NEPSAC Class 
AA Girls' Basketball Tournament.

Boys' Basketball: The Bulldogs wrapped up 
with a final regular-season game against Bishop Stang 
last Tuesday. After a grueling four quarters, ORR fell to 
the Spartans 68-73. The usual key players dominated 
the game. Junior Jason Gamache led with 20. He was 
followed by senior co-captain Russell Noonan with 
17, senior co-captain Matt Valles with 13, and Jacob 
Caffarella with 11. The Bulldogs end their regular-season 
with a 14-6 / 12-4 SCC record and a shared win over the 
South Coast Conference. The leading scorer for the entire 
season was Noonan, who had 403 total points, averaging 
20.1 per game, and a career and season high of 39 points. 
Valles also had an incredible season with 298 total points 
and an average of 15.7 points per game. Gamache had the 
most three-point shots at 43 for the season. The Bulldogs 
averaged 70.8 points per game this season. They are now 
looking forward to competing in the state tournament 
later this week against Cardinal Spellman. 

Boys' Hockey: The boys' hockey team played 
their last regular-season game this week against 
Westwood. The Bulldogs finished on a high note with 
a 4-1 win. After the first period, Sam Henrie and Noah 
Strawn each had a goal. Strawn pulled together a hat trick 
after scoring two more goals in the second. The ORR- 
Fairhaven team finished off the season with a 19-3 record. 
Strawn led the team with 37 goals and 43 assists. Henrie 
and Tayber Labonte were not far off with 33 goals/ 28 
assists and 11 goals/ 32 assists, respectively. The boys have 
their first-round states game on Wednesday against the 
winner of the Tri-County /Foxboro game. 

Girls' Hockey: The BMW-ORR girls' hockey team 
had three games this past week. The Bulldogs started with 
a matchup against Marshfield and lost 2-8. Sophomore 
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goalie Sophia Schiappa had 35 saves. The two goals 
were scored by Carly LaCasse and Kaitlyn Kelley. In 
their second game of the week, the girls' hockey team 
won 4-1 over Dennis- Yarmouth. Senior Tannah O'Brien 
had two goals. Again, LaCasse and Kelley each had one 
goal a piece. An all-around team effort and hard work 
helped the BMW-ORR hockey team beat D-Y. In their final 
game of the week, the Lady Bulldogs fell to undefeated 
Pembroke in a 4-0 loss. BMW-ORR wrapped up their 
season with an 8-11-1 record. 

Boys' and Girls' Track: After the Old Rochester 
Regional track teams competed in the state tournament, a 
few athletes continued on to participate in the All States. 
Senior Danny Renwick became the center of attention 
after beating the nearly 10-year-old ORR school record 
for the high jump. Renwick never imagined he could 
come this far in one season, but ended up jumping a 
season-best at 6' 10". He now is ranked fifth in the country 
for the high jump and will continue his track career at 
Williams College in the fall. Not only did he thrive in 
the high jump, Renwick (2nd, 7.65), along with Will 
Hopkins (6th, 7.84) and Eli Spevak (7th, 7.88), placed in 
the top ten for the 55-meter hurdles. All three qualified 
for New England's. The ORR boy's 4x400 relay team also 
competed at the event. Renwick, Spevack, Adam Sylvia, 
and Anthony Childs were seeded 21st, but finished in 
10th place after shaving off three seconds from their 
previous best. As far as the girls' track team, Brooke 
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Santos placed 14th in the 55-meter hurdles (9.08) and 
22nd in the high jump (5-00). Mikayla Chandler sprinted 
an 11.12 in the 55-meter dash, while also throwing 16-09.5 
in the adaptive shotput.

Town House Renovation Questions 

The renovation plan for the Town House calls 
for demolishing the entire annex located at the back of 
the structure and renovating only the original Elizabeth 
Taber building at the front. The professionally estimated 
construction cost has been reduced by 32% since the 
Finance Committee told us in April, 2016 that we must 
achieve major savings. The resulting plan is lean and 
efficient, almost 50% smaller than the existing building 
and much less expensive to maintain. 

Several recent Letters to the Editor have made 
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misleading comments about the project that we wish to 
address: 

1. ''Electronic records storage would save 
space." Not true. The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
Municipal Records Retention Manual indicates exactly 
what records must be maintained, how long and in 
what form they shall be retained. Alternative solutions 
are non-negotiable. To the extent that electronic storage 
methods are permitted, our renovation plan includes 
such storage. But the state requires many paper 
records to be permanently retained as well - some in a 
climate-controlled vault. Such a vault is included in the 
renovation plan. 

2. "The offices are not as small in the proposed 
renovation as they could be in a new building." Not 
true. The office layout in the renovation plan compares 
favorably with other new town halls and shows that our 
plan is just as tight and efficient. T2 Architects took the 
time to study the workings of our Town House and have 
done a remarkable job designing an open, efficient layout 
in the historic building. 

3. "You don't need as many bathrooms as are 
shown in the proposed renovation." Not true. The 
Massachusetts Building Code specifies the minimum 
number of plumbing fixtures for all new or renovated 
structures, and that is the basis for the number of our 
bathrooms. 

4. "It would be best to provide a flexible and open 
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design like many new offices have." No, that concept 
is not the best for a town hall. An ideal town hall is 
not a dull collection of modular cubicles separated by 
flexible partitions. The layout of offices in the renovated 
building suits both the needs of staff cooperation and 
public interaction. Where groups of offices work closely, 
such as the Building, Conservation Commission, and 
Planning departments, or the Town Clerk, Assessors, and 
Treasurer/ Collector, they share open space. A few larger 
offices allow staff to spread out and review building and 
site plans that are submitted for review every day. Privacy 
is provided where needed. Special equipment such as 
assessors' plan racks and a large format copier for the 
Building Department are accommodated. Corridors are 
wide and short as befits a town house. Counters with 
roll down closures are provided for safe and convenient 
transactions with the public. 

5. "It would be more advantageous to sell the 
existing building to a condominium developer because 
of its premier location in the Village and build a new 
town house elsewhere." We cannot agree. It would be 
risky to assume that some developer is prepared to pay 
anything for the existing Town House. The building could 
end up as an unoccupied derelict if there is no buyer 

or if the buyer underestimates his costs. The sale of the 
Town House for private development would remove 
land from what is now included in Sippican School's site. 
The reduction of its site could make any future additions 
to the school's footprint unacceptable to the MA School 
Building Authority. Public ownership of the Town House 
ensures the historic building's preservation. Keeping 
the Town House in the village center is a worthwhile 
investment for the health of the village as were the Music 
Hall, the Elizabeth Taber Library, the Marion Art Center, 
and the Post Office renovations. 

6. "Isn't it too expensive to renovate an old 
building like the Town House?" The project cost will be 
approximately $150 per average home on the annual 
tax bill for the term of the loan. Renovation of the Town 
House is worth the expense. The proposed interior 
renovation does not include the preservation of historic 
interior details. There is not that much detail to save. 
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Rather, the goal is to reuse the building's shell while 
building a new functional interior that finally changes 
its old school classrooms into efficient town offices. 
Plumbing, heating and electrical systems that are on 
their last legs now will be replaced with energy efficient 
mechanical systems, lighting, and controls after the 
building is stripped of its interior finishes and insulation. 
The watertight exterior envelope will allow interior 
alteration work to proceed on schedule regardless of 
weather. 

Why move the town offices out of the village 
when the present location serves the community so well?

An 
educator for nearly 60 years, Rosenfield 
was a former chairman of the UMass Dart- 
L ' . mouth History Department, a former mem- 

K ^ J ber of the Old Rochester Regional School 
^ Committee , and The Standard-Times 2014 
Mattapoisett Man of the Year. 

Born in Boston in 1931 , Rosenfield received his 
bachelor’s degree in history from Boston University at 19. 

In 1950, while pursuing graduate studies, he was drafted into 
the Korean War and served as a deck watch officer in the U.S. 



Coast Guard for four years. 

After his tour, he remained in the Coast Guard as a 
reservist while continuing his education. Rosenfield, who rose 
to the rank of commander, served his last assignment in the 
Coast Guard at the War College in Newport, Rhode Island, 
where he specialized in nuclear war gaming and served as a 
nuclear war games referee until 1991. 

In 1957, Rosenfield moved to London to complete 
his PhD in history at the University of London. While there, 
he met Dora Empson, M.D., of Scunthorpe in Lincolnshire. 
They married in 1961 and moved to Boston, where he was a 
professor of history at Lesley College, and she completed an 
internship and residency. From there, Rosenfield moved to 
Mattapoisett and taught English history at UMass Dartmouth 
(formerly Southeastern Massachusetts University) until his 
retirement in 1996. He estimated that he taught more than 
10,000 students and emphasized spending time with them in- 
side and outside the classroom to get to know where and how 
they lived and the challenges they faced. 

A dedicated community volunteer, Rosenfield was an 
active member of the Masons, from whom he developed his 
life philosophy. The society emphasizes community service 
and outreach, something Rosenfield practiced every day in 
retirement. His mother lodge was Star in the East of New Bed- 
ford, but he regularly attended lodges in Marion, Wareham, 
and Westport, and visited other lodges throughout Massachu- 
setts. 

Rosenfield also served as chair of the Mattapoisett 
Library Committee, where he oversaw the rehabbing of the 
basement into a learning center where kindergartners could 
have class. 

He is survived by his wife. Dr. Dora Rosenfield, of 
Mattapoisett, his daughter, Sarah E. Worley and son-in-law 
Nathanael Worley of Marion, his brother David Rosenfield of 
New Bedford, and his beloved granddaughter, Nina Batt, of 
Los Angeles.

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Oscar Night 2017

The most enduring image of last Sunday's 
Academy Awards ceremony will not be that of a 
tearful, grateful recipient of the golden bald man. 
Nor will it be clips from any of the winning films. 
No, the picture that will persist for many years, 
haunting the nightmares of every future producer 
of the Oscars show, will of course be the shot of a 
card held aloft — a card pronouncing Moonlight 
the Best Picture winner instead of the erroneously 
announced La La Land. This was, globally, perhaps 
not a significant moment, but in the context of Oscar 
Night it was seismic. People from La La Land had 
time to get up onstage and begin their acceptance 
speeches, for God's sake, before the error was 
clarified and made known. Even a Moonlight booster 
and La La Land detractor like myself couldn't help 
but feel a twinge of pity for the hard-working 
creatives whose dream had been so decisively and 
publicly ripped away. 

Well, drama and excitement were things the 
Oscars had been missing for too many years, and 
here were drama and excitement, all right. It was 
nice to see that the ceremony was still capable of 
surprise, albeit accidental. After all. La La Land was 
considered the favorite to sweep, the flagbearer 
for the Magic of Movies and the Beauty of Artistic 
Dreams. The irony is that while La La Land paid 
fawning lip service to those qualities. Moonlight 
actually embodied them, finding poetry in despair. 
That it not only won but literally wrested victory 
from the jaws of defeat will only add luster to the 
narrative of the little movie that could. 

Aside from all that (and the lesser-known 
goof listing The Piano producer Jan Chapman 
among the dead in the In Memoriam segment 
instead of costume designer Janet Patterson), it was 
a competent enough evening. Jimmy Kimmel had 
some decent barbs in his pocket, and as usual he got 
considerable mileage out of his faux feud with Matt 
Damon. (I can imagine baffled Oscar-night viewers 



unfamiliar with the Kimmel-Damon beef that's been 
going on for over a decade on KimmeTs late-night 
show. "Why is he being so mean to Matt Damon?" 
they might have said.) KimmeTs Mean Tweets were 
amusing as always, the bit with the bus tour maybe 
not so much. 

The thing about Moonlight's win — sorry, but 
this was the night's big story — is that it garnered 
a Screenplay (adapted) award, while La La Land, 
over in Original Screenplay, lost to Manchester by 
the Sea. Hindsight is always 20/ 20, but La La Land 
not winning a writing trophy may not have been 
a positive sign for its Best Picture win. A Best 
Picture not winning a Screenplay award is not 
unprecedented — it isn't even that rare {The Artist 
was the last film to do so) — but it doesn't exactly 
help. In the end. Moonlight director Barry Jenkins 
had to be content with his shared Screenplay Oscar 
and the knowledge that he'd helmed the big winner, 
while La La Land director Damien Chazelle settled 
for Best Director and the five other Oscars it won. 

One last thing. Many fans of Bill Paxton, who 
died right before the Oscar ceremony, grumbled 
that he wasn't included in the In Memoriam piece. 
The reason is simple: the montage is created weeks 
in advance, and generally covers the period from 
February 1 of the previous year to January 31 of the 
current year. This is also why Alan Rickman and 
David Bowie weren't acknowledged this year — 
because they were included last year. Paxton will, 
one hopes, be remembered during Oscar Night 2018. 
Know what else will be remembered next year? That 
card being held up, declaring La La Land's brief reign 
as Best Picture winner as dead as Paxton. 
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the trash cans are, that's fine. We are planning a spring 
cleanup in April, so whatever is left on the stones and 
grave sites we will pick up.
